These typhoon walls are a con- 
spicuous feature of Kullang. They 
are bullt of stone and vary in 
thickness from slx to ten feet at 
the base to three Or tour feet at 
the top. ‘ 

From Foochow, Kullang is now 
much easier to reach’ than it was 
formerly, for 4 motor road runs 
from the city to the foot of the 
mountain. Only’ the ascent-of the 
mountain itself must be,done by 
chalr, and the more energetic pre- 
fer to walk up. The climbs, by 
stone steps all the way, takes about 
one and a half hours, Kullang is 
about 2,000 feet above sea level, 
which means a difference of 10 He- 
grees Fahrenheit or more'trom the 
plain below. So far the maximum 
temperature has been 80 degrees 
and the minimum 72 ‘degrees, The 
sea can be seen from, the mountain 
tons,'and a cool breeze sweeping 
over it brings relief to those who 
have endured the heat of the plain 
below, 

No tigers or leopards have peen 
teforted here this year but in April 
Unree tigers were seen near thé 
third rest, house on the way to 
Kuling. The local people dug pitd 
in, order to catch them, but hey 
were not successful. 

Since visitors to Kullang come 
from varjous parts of the Fukten |° 
province, it, 1s possible to gather 
information about conditions in 
the lesser known parts. Tt appeary 
that the province Is not so clear 
of, Reds as 1s generally thought. At 
present they are operating in the 
mountainous districts about fitty, 
miles north of Foochow tn the Ning 
Deh area. They raid villages, but. 
are evidently not strong enough to 
attack towns.

EXPECTED TO REMOVE 
IRREGULARITIES . 


Shiinghai, August 12, 
Soisoaueine a., new ‘system . for 
Soolie hire, the China Merchants’ 
S. N. Co. yesterday. received its 
frst public tenders for the hand-. 
Ung of the. coolle hire at its 
wharves, No ‘less than eight bids 
were made for the Lower Wharf 
which Is one of the most Impor- 

tant wharves of the Company. - 
Tenderers were required to quote 
thelr rates for handling ' charges 
according to a certain percentage’ 
of the tariffs that. are now in 
effect at the various wharves for 
different kinds of cargo. It was 
discovered yesterday that the dif- 
ferent tenders ranged from as low 


as 74.5 per cent. and as high as J. 


95 per cent. of the previous cost. 
According to the provisions of 
the bidding, ‘the China Merchants 
wilt pick the most experienced 
tenderer with the lowest bid. One 
qualified tenderer is picked to 
handle thé ‘coolle hbiré, while 
another tenderer is placed on the 
reserve List. 

The innovation will do away 
with the “racketeering” that has 
been prevalent in the matter of 
coole hire. In the past it -has 
been customary for a dock fore- 
man to handle all of the coolle 
hire with the result that dis- 
crimination ensued, some’ coolies 
‘veing. ‘picked if they pald in a 
little “squeeze” td the ‘employer. 
Those who did «not pay were 
Squeezed out and went without 
work on that particular wharf. 
Under the new system the con- 
tractor will engage his own help. 

This move by the China Mer. 
chants Js In line with many other 
of the changes that they have 
made for the better in the -past 
few months, Among other things 
that they have done is made their 
tea’ boys go, to school to learn 
their work thoroughly. They have 
been subjected to medical’ and 
physical tests and those that were 
upft for work were ‘discharged:

Tt ts of interest to recalt the fol-

A severe typhoon hit Hong Kong 
oniSeptember 18, 1906, and caused. 
the loss of the British gunboat 
Sandpiper and the dredger Canton 
City in the harbour; also many 
native craft, Over 6,270:lives were 
lost and damage amounted to §2,- 
000,000. 

{On July 27, 1908, the Colony sut- 
fered a disastrous typhoon. Many 
of the older residents will recall 
the 1906 and 1908 disasters. 

‘On August 20, 1927, there was a 
typhoon of tweive hours’ dursition. 

On August 22, 1929, there was a. 
typhoon of 120 m. p.h. little short of 
the 1923 catastrophe, but with no 
serious casualties, 

On September 2, 1931, a sudden 
storm resulted In 55 craft being 
Wrecked in harbour Hmits ahd 30 
outside. The.loss of life totalled 91.

' FIRST ATTEMPT MADE 

‘Monohan and Priestly sald that 
as far as their research into the‘ 
programme showed, it was the first 
time. an Amerjen college ever had 
attempted to insure its athletes 
against injury or death suffered 
while engaged’ In sports competi- 
tion for the Institution. 

The insurance trust probably will 
be administered by a contro] board 
consisting of the dean of the Uni- 
versity of California medical 
school, the team’s physician, the 
school's faculty representative to 
the Pactfic Coast conference and 
the Graduate ‘manager.

Sir Henry W 
INVENTOR oF 


London, July 17, 
sir Henry Wellcome, .D.8c., 
F.RS., who died in London on 
Saturday at the age of 82 after 
an operation. was known in name 
to every one who has had occa- 
Sion to take his drugs in, the 
tablold form. which has ousted 
the. bottle of physic ‘and. the pil. 
Prescribed by Jormer generations” 
of doctors, . 
_ Born «in Wisconsin,’ United 
States, the son‘“of the Rev.’ S. P. 
Wellcome, he spent his early child- 
* hood !n the midst of the Dakota | 
Indian trtoes He attended the 
"schools ‘of the frontier, including 
one whith was held in a typleal 
Western log school house. As a 
youth he was In the midst of the 
Breat Sloux Indian War in Min- 
nesota, when more than a thau- 
sand whites were massacred. He 
was made captain ‘of the boys 
- whose appo'nted duty was to cast 
rifle bullets for the defence of the 
" settiement'-1nd actively assisted 
his uncle—a famous surgeon—in 
treating the wounded. Having at 
an early age chosen chemistry and 
* pharmacy ‘as his career, he stud!- 
ed these and cognate subjecta in 
Chicago and Philadelphia, and. 
shortly ofter taking his dip!oma 
at the “latter city went to New 
JYork, where his strong bent to- 
wards literary activity was shown 
by various articles contributed to 
the sclentific journals. He visited \ 
most parts of the North American 
Continent, and finally. South , 
America, ‘where he studied the | 
native cinchons (quinine) forests. 
On his return trom South America 
he contributed " to sctentific 
* publications the result: of his ob- 
servations. Attracted by the idea 
of London as an ideal manufac- 
turing and distributing centre, for 
chemical industries, he decided to 
make England, the land of his 
ancestors, his future home, and, 
in conjunction with the late Mr. 
8. M. Burroughs, established. the 
firm of Burroughs Wellcome and 
Co,, manufacturers of fine chemt- 
cals, alkaloids, and pharmaceut- 
cal products. 

A man of great business ability, 
the business he founded in London 
in 1880 increased with extraordin- 
ary. rapidity, and now has works, 
offices, and warehouses, {n, most of 
the great centres of ' commercia! 
activity throughout the world. 
The firm was among the first'to 
take advantage of the {mprove- 

’ ments in machinery. It ‘was thus 
able to supp.y pure drugs ‘in a 
solid and compressed form, These 
drugs were sold under the regis- 
tered name of “Tabloids,” a term 
so convenient that it soon came 
into common use as a part of the 
English language to denote any- 
thing compressed and consolt- 
dated: It had, however, a stormy 
passage, for it began to be haat 
by other manufacturers, and- 
was not-untll March i4, 1884. ae 

‘the Court of Appeal decided that 
{t could only be used by Messrs. 
‘Burroughs and Wellcome. Mr, 
Burroughs after some time ceased 
to take part in the business, and 
Mr. Wellcome becamé ¢ the ‘sole 
partner until in 1913’ it became 
the Wellegme foundation with 
Wellcome as the governing direc- 
tor. 

INTERESTS IN TROPICAL 
MEDICINE “ 

‘Wellcome employed his large 

- 4nconle to further the many pre- 
jJecta which interested him, for he 
was a man of great versatility and 
of wide outlook. He contributed 


much to the advance of tropical |. 


‘medicine; he was an anthropolo- 
gist, a fle'd archaeologist, a buyer 
‘of books, and a collector: on a 
large scale. Being practica}, he 
preferred experiment to theory. 
He was not content to supply pure 
druga in his business, but he 
wished to know why they acted 
and how they could be put to the 
_"best use. For thts purpose ha 
founded in 1894 2 physiological 
. research laboratory at Beckenham, 
a chemical research laboratory in’ 
1896, a medical research museum 
to Include tropical medicine and 
hygiene with anthropology in. 1913, 
and an entomological fleld re- 
search centre at Claremont io 
1915.. :These laboratories were, 
placed in charge of men highly 
skilled in’ thelr own departments 
and much expertitental’ wotk "ot, 
great scientific value, emanated: 
from. them.‘ He soon. found that 


' the different institutions’ were ‘too, 
"widely. scattered.” and th 193 ho 
buat the Wellcome Research ES 
corner .of ; the aa Road -

One of the frst clviliana to 
enter the Sudan after it had been 
recaptured by. General Gordon, 
Wellcome then saw. for’ himself 
and studied’ for some time ‘the 
unhealthy clmatjc tonditions of 
the country. In 1900 he tounded 
the Wellcome Tropical “Research 
Laboratories In fonnexion with 
‘the Gordon Memorial College at 
Khartoum. He placed the labora- 
tories in charge of, Sir “Andrew 


| Balfour, and attached a | floating 


Fesearch laboratory which crulsed 
carough the waterways of the 
Nile and its tributaries in the 
Sudan. Some years later he gave 
great help In secpring the founda- 
tlon of the Gorgas Tropical Re- 
searcn Lnboratories on the 
Panams Canal, which were main- 
talned as'a memortal to Surgeon-. 
General Gorgas, of the “United 
-Btates Medical Service, a great. 
ploneer jm tropical hygiene, Well- 
come also founded at different 
times the Lady Stanley Maternity 
Hospital, a medical hospital and 
dispensary at Uganda, and a fund 
which he placed under the control 
of the Medical Missionary Asso- 
ciation to translate into Chinese 
the various medical, surgical, and 
chemica] text-books required by 
native ‘students who .wére being 
educated on the lines of European 
medic'ne. During the War he 
constructed, equipped, And suppli- 
ed to the British army Medical 
Service a chemical’ and bacterio- 
logical motor fleld research 
laboratory, which was put.to good 
use in Palestine and Egypt.. As 
an archaeologist he personally 
conducted explorations in. the 
Upper Nile in 1901 and in“1910. 


They “revea'ed some Ethiopian’ 


sites which had not been previous- 
ly known. ‘ 


, ALMOST SHY 


Pergonally Wellcome was 
quiet,’ reticent, and almost shy 
man, slighdy above middie ‘height, 
clean shaven, alert, and quickly 
brightening up when he became 
‘Interested In some topic of con- 
versation. He married a daughter 
of Dr. Barnardo, the founder of 
Barnardo's “Homés, and had one 
son. Generous and often lavish 
\n supporting projects which ap- 
pealed to him, Wellcome was al- 
ways insistent that his light 
should not be hidden and that the 
name of Wellcome should always 
be prominent. ' The Wellcome 
Medical Museum “ was perhaps 
nearest, to his heart after his busi- 
ness, It {8 a..wonderful collection 
of “anthropology, medical” ap-, 
pilances, coins, pictures, statuary, 
and, books.

MODERN DISCOVERIES 

The: present coroners, and po- 
hce-surgeons may be invited to 
take the course. for Jt is felt that 
everyone connected with the -in- 
vestigation of crime should keep 
in touch with modern discoveries 
in forensic medicine - 

The course js likely to be on a 
hignier level than that given to 
students at the Metropolitan Police 
laboratory, because the members 
ot the ‘institute would be .men 
nolding university degrees either 
fy law or medicine. 
vIt would, however, embody the 
forensic tultion which 1s. being 
ylven to detectives. 

The creation of the institute 1s 
‘Wkely to raise the old controvérsy 
—whether the.position of" coroner, 
should be occupled by a legal or 
medical man. ” 

Since 1919 candidates have been 
required‘to hold legal and medical 
qualifications, It is now proposed 
‘by the L,C.C. to discontinue this 
dual requirement and: only to ap- 
point solicitors and barristers. 
‘This step Is being criticised by 
many experts in forensic’ medicine. 

’ OVER-SPECIALISED 

“Medicine,""said one expert re~ 
cently, “should be the -essentlal 
knowledge of the coroner; ‘the 
legal aspect Is not so important. 
It is to be assumed that in future 
the authorities will send. a barris- 
ter to the institute for the course 
in forensic mediciiy. and then 
make him ‘a coroner, 

“The public will be puzzled by a 
policy which puts a proper value 
upon a single subject"in the curri- 
culum of medical training and yet 
discovers some disadvantage in 
the full study of medicine. 

“Our coroners of the, future may 
be. over-specialished ih “the one 
subject und be unacquainted with 
technicalities when presiding at 
an inquest in a case where death 
has tsken plice during, an opera- 
tion.”
